A STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. 


Thrilling Experience of a Hunter in Indie 
with a Deadly Constrictor.

L CLOCK  BOITION 


Tue Senate passed the Assembly 
bill yesterday to close all saloons 
and gambling houses at 12 o’clock 
at night. aud unless reconsidered 
or vetoed by the Governor, it will 
become a law. 

The best method to regulate these 
matters has been and is a question 
of grave discussion. Both the sa- 
Joon and gambling interests in this 


State are recognized and, to a cer- 


tain extent, protected by law, and 
the license therefrom bas been one 
of the seurces from which county 
and State revenue has been drawn. 
In States where the most stringent 
laws have been passed against 
either the saloon business or 
gambling, or both, they have 
flourished to a certain extent, and 
the only practical way of dealing 
with the problem, judging from 
the past, is to regulate them. If 
the law remains as passed by the 
Senate, all first-class saloonists 
and gamblers will close as re- 
quired but the keepers of dives, 
who have no respect for law or 
anything else, other than to get 
money, and that by foul er fair 
means, will pay no regard to it. 
This latter class is the mest dan- 
gerous, and with the front and 
back doors and shutters closed, 
they will allure the young into 
their dens to dope and rob them, 
and bring them into contact with 
the lowest forms of vice. While 
we have no unfavorable comments 
to make on the bill that has just 
passed the two Houses, we will 
suggest that a law raising the 
licenses both for saloons and gam- 
bling houses to four hundred 
or five hundred dollars per year, 
payable in advance, would have a 
great reformatery effect; more, 
We think, than the closing law. 
This would necessarily shut up the 
many places kept by unscrupulous 
and irresponsible parties, which 
are patronized by “tin-horn” 
gamblers, thieves and women who 
have sunk to the lewest levels of 
vice. 

By increasing the license the 
counties and State will experience 
no loss in revenue, and the moral 
effect must be patent to all. To 
say the least, the experiment is 
worth trying for two years, and if 
it does not appear to bring abeut 
the desired results, it can then be 
easily changed,

Carlisle and Mills voted 
against the latter, but Randall voted 
with the Republican members of the 
committee. It will be reported to the 
House at once, and the Speaker has 
promised to recognize Randall at any 
time during the session to make a mo- 
tion to go into Committee of the Whole 
on revenue bills. The committee also 
decided to report favorably the resolu- 
tions for the consideration of the bfils 
to pension Sheridan’s widow and place 
General Rosecrans on the retired list. 

The House determined—yeas 174, 
nays 62—to consider the resolution, 
and then filibustering was inaugurated 
by Kilgore of Texas, who moved an 
adjournment, and when that motion 
was voted down, he followed it with a 
motion for a recess until 7:30; lost, 
yeas, 2, nays 211. Reed's resolution 
was then adopted. Mrs. Sheridan’s 
pension bill was then taken up, the 
amount reduced from $3,500 per an- 
num to $2,500, and then passed. 

The House has , after an in- 
teresting debate, the Senate bill for 
the retirement of General Rosecrans. 

The Committee on Rules reported a 
resolution for the immediate considera- 
tion of the Senate bill for the retire- 
ment of General Rosecrans, with the 
rank of Brigadier-General. The reso- 
lution was adopted, and the bill taken 


up. 

Spinola of New York desired to offer 
an amendment authorizing the Presi- 
dent to appoint and retire J. C. Fre- 
mont as Major-General, but, under the 
vious 

uestion was ordered on the bill, and 
the amendment could not be received. 


SENATE. 

The army appropriation bill, re- 
ported from the committee, was placed 
on the calendar. 

Hoar moved to take up the election 
outrages resolution—agreed to; yeas 
29, nays 26—a party vote. Gorman 
took the floor, but deferred to a mo- 
tion by Allison to proceed with the 
sundry civil appropriation bill—so 
ordered; the qnestion being on His- 
cock’s amendment for an appropriation 
ef $100,000 for the expenses of the cel- 
ebration of the centennial of the adop- 
tion of the constitution.

A Fire Extioguisher. 

Zinc, placed upon the fire in a stove 
or grate, is said to operate as an effec- 
tive extinguisher of chimney fires.

put in the stove or grate connecting 
with the chimney.
